Report  of  the  Committee  of  Management  for  the  Year  1928. 

The  Committee  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  submitting 
their  Report  for  the  year  1928. 

Work  of  the  Institution. 

During  the  year  669  Out-Patients  have  been  treated  at 
the  Parent  Establishment,  658  at  the  Northern  Branch,  and 
5,155  at  the  Western  Branch  (Hove  Hospital),  while  the  total 
number  of  patients  visited  at  their  homes  has  been  1593. 

At  Hove  Hospital  389  In-Patients  were  admitted  ;  254 
major  operations  and  604  minor  operations  were  performed. 
In  addition,  1,635  casualties  received  treatment,  being  an 
increase  of  154  over  those  in  1927.  Patients  attending  the 
X-ray  Department  numbered  695  (an  increase  of  92).  Massage 
cases  825,  Dental  cases  255,  Ultra  Violet  Ray  cases  505. 

The  above  figures  give  some  idea  of  the  volume  of  work 
which  is  being  done  at  Hove  Hospital,  work  which  is  steadily 
increasing  year  by  year.  They  are  the  most  eloquent  appeal 
which  the  Committee  can  make  in  asking  for  a  much  greater 
measure  of  support  from  the  residents  of  Hove  and  District. 

Appointments  Hon.  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff. 

'The  Committee  have  to  record  the  appointment,  during 
1928, of  Air.  Harold  F.  Seymour,  M.D.(Eond.),  F.R. C.S.(Edim) 
as  Hon.  Consulting  Gynaecologist,  and  Mr.  Harold  Downer, 
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M.B.,  Ch.B.  (Melb.),  Hon.  Consulting  Kar,  Nose  and 
Throat  Surgeon,  to  the  Hove  Hospital.  Hr.  W.  1C.  Powell  was 
appointed  a  District  Medical  Officer  to  the  Northern  Branch 
of  the  Dispensary  in  the  place  of  Dr.  C.  T.  YVinckworth,  who 
resigned  on  account  of  ill-health,  after  a  very  lengthy  period 
of  service.  Mr.  J.  R.  Griffith,  F.R.C.S.,  Hon.  Surgeon  to 
Hove  Hospital,  also  tendered  his  resignation  on  taking  up  an 
appointment  elsewhere,  and  the  Committee  take  this  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  recording  their  sincere  appreciation  and  thanks  to 
both  these  gentlemen  for  the  valuable  work  which  they  did 
for  the  Institution. 

Death  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Geo.  Cheesman. 

The  Committee  have  to  report  with  the  deepest  regret 
the  deaths  of  two  very  old  and  valued  friends  and  supporters. 
By  the  death  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Geo.  Cheesman,  who  for  a  great 
many  years  took  an  active  part  in  its  administration,  the  Insti¬ 
tution  has  suffered  a  severe  loss.  Mrs.  Cheesman  will  be  long 
remembered  for  the  invaluable  services  which  she  rendered  to 
Hove  Hospital  in  many  capacities.  It  was  she  who,  with 
Mrs.  Somers  Clarke,  founded  in  1914  the  Ladies’  Linen  Guild, 
of  which  she  was  the  Hon.  Secretary  up  to  the  time  of  her 
death.  Mr.  Cheesman  formerly  served  for  many  years  upon 
the  Committee  of  Management  of  the  Dispensary,  and  was 
one  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Permanent  Fund  and  also  of  the 
various  Endowment  Funds  connected  with  Hove  Hospital. 

Asa  mark  of  their  appreciation  of  the  exceptional  services 
rendered  to  the  Institution,  the  Committee  of  Management 
have  decided  to  place  a  Memorial  Tablet  to  their  memory  on 
the  wall  of  the  Entrance  Hall  at  Hove  Hospital.

The  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  recording  that  the

Mrs.  H.  E.  Close. 

In  May,  1928,  Mrs.  H.  E.  Close,  then  Mayoress  of 
Hove,  organized  a  Tombola  in  aid  of  Hove  Hospital,  which 
resulted  in  the  substantial  sum  of  £  150  being  handed  over 
to  the  Hospital,  and,  in  recognition  of  this  splendid  effort, 
Mrs.  Close  was  unanimously  elected  an  Hon.  Life  •Governor 
of  the  Institution. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  G.  Ransdale. 

As  a  mark  of  appreciation  for  the  very  valuable  work 
which  they  have  so  wholeheartedly  performed  on  behalf  of  the 
Institution  from  time  to  time,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  G.  Ransdale  were 
also  unanimously  elected  Hon.  Life  Governors  of  the  Institu¬ 
tion. 

Household  Box  Collection. 

The  Committee  note  with  much  satisfaction  that  this 
scheme,  which  was  started  by  Mrs.  William  H.  Blaber  (wife 
of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Management)  as  Hon. 
Organiser  in  1927,  has  made  great  progress  during  the  past 
year.  As  a  result  of  her  unbounded  energy  and  enthusiasm, 
and  of  the  wonderful  co-operation  of  her  Ward  Secretaries 
and  Street  Stewards,  who  now  number  over  100,  she  has 
handed  to  Hove  Hospital  no  less  a  sum  than  £\ ,034  18s., 
representing  the  year’s  work,  as  compared  with  £563  12s.  3d. 
in  1927. 

It  is  Mrs.  Blaber’s  aim  ultimately  to  place  10,000  boxes 
in  Hove  and  district,  and  to  assure  to  the  Hospital  a 
gradually  increasing  addition  to  its  annual  income.  In  her 
endeavours  she  is  assisted  by  a  small  Committee,  consisting 
of  Lady  Rawson,  J.P.,  Mr.  Moss  Isaacs  and  Mr.  J.  V.  Roe 
(Manager  of  Barclays  Bank,  Church  Road,  Hove),  who  acts 
as  Hon.  Treasurer.  The  ^1,034  18s.  will  appear  in  the 
accounts  for  1929. 

In  reporting  this  achievement,  the  Committee  wish  to 
express  their  heartfelt  thanks  and  sense  of  indebtedness  to 
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Mrs.  Blaber  and  her  helpers  for  their  devotion  to  the  cause 
of  Move  Hospital,  which  involves  much  hard  work  and  con¬ 
stant  attention  and  perseverance. 

In  recognition  of  her  services,  Mrs.  Blaber  was,  during 
1928,  unanimously  elected  an  Hon.  Life  Governor  of  the 
Institution. 

Committee  of  Management. 

During  the  year  1928  Mrs.  Garfield  and  Mrs.  Bushby 
were  elected  members  of  the  Committee  of  Management, 
making  in  all  five  ladies  now  serving  on  the  Committee.  The 
Board  gratefully  acknowledge  the  value  of  their  services  in 
many  matters  in  which  they  are  specially  qualified  to  offer 
advice  and  suggestions. 

Rating. 

A  very  serious  situation  has  arisen  as  a  result  of  the  new 
assessment  of  the  Dispensary’s  two  premises  in  Brighton, 
which  has  risen  from  £25  per  annum  and  £22  per  annum  to 
£200  per  annum  in  the  case  of  113,  Queen’s  Road  and  £60 
per  annum  in  the  case  of  26,  Ditchling  Road  respectively. 
This  added  burden  on  the  finances  of  the  Institution  is  a  very 
severe  one,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Social  Service  Centre, 
to  whom,  in  common  with  other  Institutions  in  Brighton,  the 
Committee  has  entrusted  the  task  of  obtaining  a  rebate  of  the 
assessments,  will  be  able  to  find  a  satisfactory  solution  to 
the  problem.  Otherwise  it  will  mean  a  heavy  drain  on  the 
financial  resources  of  the  Dispensary. 

Administrative  Staff. 

In  February,  1928,  Mr.  A.  P.  Leak,  who  had  served  the 
Institution  for  fifteen  years  as  Secretary,  resigned  his  appoint¬ 
ment,  and  the  Committee  desire  to  record  their  appreciation  of 
his  work  during  his  term  of  office.  As  a  successor  to  Mr. 
A.  P.  Leak,  the  Board  of  Management  appointed  Mr.  Henry 
Frederick  Pitt  from  a  large  number  of  applicants. 
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Mr.  Pitt,  who  had  held  appointments  at  several  hospitals, 
brings  to  his  work  a  wide  and  varied  experience  of  hospital 
administration  and  Appeal  work,  and  the  Committee  are 
confident  that  the  re-organisation  of  the  Dispensary,  which 
has  been  proceeding  since  1927,  will  be  completed  with  Mr. 
Pitt’s  valuable  assistance,  with  the  result  that  its  activities 
and  usefulness  will  be  much  increased,  especially  so  in  the 
case  of  Hove  Hospital. 

Ladies’  Linen  Guild. 

The  Ladies1  Linen  Guild,  of  which  Mrs.  Francis  Todhunter 
is  now  the  Hon.  Secretary,  in  succession  to  the  late  Mrs.  Geo. 
Cheesman,  has  again  done  most  excellent  work  for  Hove 
Hospital,  and  the  Committee  desire  to  offer  Mrs.  Todhunter 
and  the  Ladies  of  the  Guild  their  sincere  thanks  and 
appreciation  for  the  services  which  they  have  rendered. 

Accounts. 

The  Accounts  for  the  year  show  that  the  Ordinary 
Expenditure  of  the  Institution  continues  to  rise,  due  to  the 
increase  in  the  work  carried  on  at  Hove  Hospital.  It  must 
be  realised,  however,  that  to  keep  pace  with  modern  methods 
and  improvements,  both  from  the  Medical  and  Administrative 
points  of  view,  higher  expenditure  is  inevitable. 

The  Ordinary  Income  of  both  the  Parent  and  Northern 
Branches  and  Hove  Hospital  again  failed  to  meet  the  Ordinary 
Expenditure  in  each  case,  the  deficit  on  the  Brighton  Branches 
being  2  570  14s.  4d.,  and  on  the  Hove  Hospital  /*824  5s. 
Annual  Subscriptions  show  a  falling  off  of  about  ^"100,  the 
amount  received  on  account  of  Hove  Hospital  being  only 
/T692  14s.  Payments  by  Patients  and  their  Societies  have 
been  well  maintained,  the  sum  of  £  1,445  being  received  during 
the  year.  These  contributions  are  a  source  of  much  satisfac¬ 
tion  to  the  Committee,  as  they  prove  that  those  for  whom  the 
Institution  exists,  are  willing  and  anxious  to  do  their  share 
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towards  providing  the  funds  necessary  for  the  upkeep  of  the 
Institution,  and  in  this  connection  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  the  sum  of  £650  9s.  3d.  was  received  from  the  Sussex 
1  Tovident  Scheme. 

Hon.  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff,  and  Nursing  Staff. 

The  Committee  of  Management  once  again  tender,  with 
very  great  pleasure,  their  sincere  thanks  for  the  invaluable 
services  rendered  to  the  Institution  by  the  Honorary  Medical 
and  Surgical  Staff,  to  whom,  with  the  Matron  and  her  Nursing 
Staff,  the  very  high  reputation  and  efficient  service  of  the 
Institution  is  undoubtedly  due. 

Nurses’  Home. 

In  December,  1928,  the  Committee  made  arrangements 
to  take  over  No.  2,  Byron  Street  for  accommodating  part  of 
the  Nursing  and  Domestic  Staff.  This  allows  of  the  better 
housing  ot  the  Nurses  and  Domestics,  and  provides  a  room  for 
the  Secretary’s  office  at  the  Hospital. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  wish  to  thank  all  those  who 
have  contributed  to  the  well-being  of  the  Institution,  and  to 
express  the  hope  that  the  people  of  Brighton,  Hove  and  District 
will  continue  to  assist  this,  their  oldest  Medical  Charity,  and 
will  give  it  the  full  support  it  so  deservedly  merits.

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EXTRACT  FROM  THE  RULES  &  REGULATIONS. 


Objects  of  the  Institution. 

1. — Subject  to  Rule  2,  the  benefits  of  the  Institution  are  extended  to  all 
poor  persons  having  the  recommendation  of  a  Benefactor  or  Subscriber,  on 
payment  by  them  of  a  Registration  Fee  of  1/-,  when  presenting  each 
Letter  of  Recommendation.  Only  such  patients  as  reside  within  the 
Parishes  of  Brighton,  Hove,  or  Preston,  or  any  such  part  (if  any)  of 
Aldrington  as  the  Committee  may  direct,  and  are  unable  to  attend 
the  Dispensary,  or  one  of  its  Branches,  shall  be  visited  at  their  own 
habitations. 

2. — No  person  who  is  in  receipt  of  Poor  Law  relief  or  entitled  to  free 
medical  or  surgical  assistance  under  any  Act  of  Parliament,  Order  in 
Council,  or  Order  of  a  Government  Department  or  Local  Authority,  or 
from  the  State  or  any  organization,  body,  authority,  Society,  Company, 
Association,  or  person  wholly  or  partially  financed  by  the  State  or  out 
of  the  rates,  is  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  Institution;  but  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Management  may,  if  they  think  fit,  from  time  to  time  make  and 
afterwards  rescind  or  alter  rules  for  the  admission  of  all,  or  any  such 
persons,  or  classes  of  persons. 

All  persons  applying  to  the  Dispensary  for  treatment  will  be  required 
to  state  to  an  official  whether  they  are  entitled  to  medical  attendance 
under  the  National  Insurance  Act  or  not. 

Each  such  person  so  insured  will  be  referred  to  a  Medical  Officer  of 
the  Dispensary  to  decide  whether  the  ailment  be  urgent  or  not. 

That  in  the  case  of  an  insured  person  with  an  ailment  or  accident 
which  can  be  treated  by  a  general  practitioner  of  ordinary  competence, 
such  insured  person  shall  be  told  by  a  Medical  Officer  of  the  Dispensary 
that  he  or  she  must  obtain  treatment  by  a  medical  practitioner  outside 
the  Dispensary. 

Accidents  (first  aid),  urgent  and  dental  cases,  and  necessitous  poor 
persons  not  coming  under  the  last  Rule,  will  be  treated  as  heretofore. 

1  hat  the  principle  of  the  above  Rules  apply  with  respect  to  children 
attending  Public  Elementary  Schools  for  those  complaints  scheduled  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

3. — A  Letter  of  Recommendation  shall  not  entitle  a  Patient  to  receive 
gratis  any  surgical  appliance,  but  the  Committee  of  Management  shall 
have  the  power  to  make  exceptions  or  contribute  towards  the  purchase  of 
such  appliance  when  it  shall  think  fit,  and  may  delegate  such  power 
to  any  Sub-Committee  or  Officer. 

4.  —That  notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  Rules  1,  2,  and  3. 
the  Committee  of  Management  may  at  any  time  or  times  or  from  time 
to  time  make  Charges  to  In  and  Out  Patients  towards  the  Expense  of 
their  treatment  or  maintenance  or  both,  and  may  also  raise  the  Registra¬ 
tion  fees  and  extend  them  to  include  all  letters.

(4) . — Subscribers  and  Donors  of  £3  3s.  in  one  sum  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  one  in-patient’s  letter  and  four  out-patients’  letters,  or 
twelve  out-patients’  letters. 

(5) . — Subscribers  and  Donors  of  £5  5s.  in  one  sum  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  two  in-patients’  letters  and  four  out-patients’  letters,  or 
twenty  out-patients’  letters. 

(6) . — Subscribers  and  Donors  of  £10  10s.  in  one  sum  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  four  in-patients’  letters  and  eight  out  patients’  letters,  or 
forty  out-patients’  letters; 

and  so  on  in  proportion,  subject  to  the  limitation  in  Rule  12.

for  treatment  provided  such  are  suitable  cases  (financially  and 
medically),  and  admission  to  the  Western  Branch  Wards  is  subject 
to  due  provision  having  been  made  for  the  reception  of  cases  of 
accident  and  emergency.  Subscribers  and  Donors  may  recommend 
patients  by  proxy. 

C.  (I). — Donors  of  twenty  guineas  and  over  in  one  donation  shall  be  Life 

Governors.  No  Governor  of  less  than  six  months’  standing  can 
vote  on  any  question  of  appointment,  whether  at  a  General  Meeting 
of  Governors  or  Committee  of  Management. 

(2) . — Donors  of  twenty-five  guineas  in  one  donation  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  in  each  year  one  in-patient’s  letter  and  four  out-patients’ 
letters,  or  eight  out-patients’  letters. 

(3) . — Donors  of  thirty  guineas  in  one  donation  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  in  each  year  one  in-patient’s  letter  and  six  out-patients’ 
letters,  or  ten  out-patients’  letters. 

(4) . — Donors  of  forty  guineas  in  one  donation  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  in  each  year  two  in-patients’  letters  and  eight  out-patients’ 
letters,  or  sixteen  out-patients’  letters. 

(5) . — Donors  of  fifty  guineas  in  one  donation  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  in  each  year  three  in-patients’  letters  and  ten  out-patients’ 
letters,  or  twenty-two  out-patients’  letters; 

and  so  on  in  proportion,  subject  to  the  limitation  in  Rule  12. 

1). — Tn  and  out-patients’  letters  shall  be  interchangeable  at  any  time  in 
the  proportion  of  one  in-patient’s  letter  to  eight  out-patients’  letters. 

All  letters  shall  be  valid  from  date  of  issue  up  to  the  end  of  the 
succeeding  year. 

6.  — Every  Benefactor  who  has  completely  endowed  a  bed  in  the 
Wards  of  the  Western  Branch  (Hove  Hospital,  Carr-Burton  Memorial) 
shall  receive  such  a  number  of  in  and  (or)  out-patients’  letters  in  each 
year  as  the  Committee  shall  determine.

7.  — Upon  the  payment  of  any  legacy  or  contribution  from  the  estate 
of  a  deceased  person  to  the  Institution,  the  Committee  may.  by  resolution, 
accord  to  the  nominee,  of  the  Testator,  or  to  one  of  the  Executors,  one 
half  the  number  of  letters  of  recommendation  to  which  a  Donor  of  a  like 
amount  under  Rule  5a  would  be  entitled 

8.  — Ministers  of  all  denominations  making  congregational  collections 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  privileges  of  Subscribers  and  Donors 
under  Rule  5a. 

All  persons  making  a  donation  arising  from  their  individual  exertions 
shall  receive  such  letters  as  the  Committee  of  Management  shall  by 
resolution  determine.  Where  any  such  donations  shall  be  made  by  a  Com¬ 
mittee,  such  Committee  may  select  a  person  who  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  the  privileges  granted. 

9.  — In  the  event  of  any  Society,  Committee,  or  Associated  Body  of 
persons  contributing  a  sum  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  guineas  in  any 
year,  and  desiring  to  have  a  representative  on  the  Committee  of  Manage¬ 
ment  for  the  ensuing  year,  commencing  with  the  (irst  January  next  after 
such  contribution  is  made,  the  Committee  of  Management  shall,  subject 
to  the  qualification  hereinafter  contained,  have  power  at  their  discretion 
by  resolution  to  accord  to  a  representative  selected  by  such  Society, 
Committee,  or  Associated  Body  of  persons  the  privilege  of  acting  on  the 
Committee  for  such  year.  Xot  more  than  three  representatives  in  all  from 
all  such  sources  shall  be  appointed  to  act  on  the  Committee  in  the 
same  year. 


10. — In  return  for  any  contribution  made  through  the  Council  of  the 
Hospital  Sunday  Fund,  or  any  other  Associated  Body  of  persons,  from 
a  collection  made  from  the  public,  the  Secretary  shall  issue  letter^  of 
recommendation  in  the  proportion  of  four  out-patients’  letters  for  every 
complete  sum  of  one  guinea,  or  one  in-patient’s  for  every  complete  sum  of 
r,ve  guineas,  subject  to  the  limitation  in  Rule  12. 

11.  — All  Annual  Subscriptions  shall  be  due  on  the  first  day  of 
January  in  each  year. 

11  a. — A  Gift  of  £500  shall  entitle  the  Donor  to  Name  a  Bed  in  the 
Hove  Hospital  during  his  or  her  lifetime. 

A  Gift  of  £1,000  shall  entitle  the  Donor  to  Name  a  Bed  in  the  Hove 
Hospital  in  perpetuity. 

A  Gift  of  £2,000  shall  entitle  the  Do?ior  to  Name  a  Ward  in  the 
Hove  Hospital  during  his  or  her  lifetime. 

A  Gift  of  £4,000  shall  entitle  the  Donor  to  Name  a  Ward  in  the 
Hove  Hospital  in  perpetuity. 

12.  — No  person  or  body  of  persons  claiming  privileges  under  any  of 
the  foregoing  Rules  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  in  any  one  year  a  greater 
number  altogether  than  five  in-patients’  letters  and  fifty  out-patients’ 
letters,  but  the  Committee  of  Management  shall  have  the  power  to  increase 
the  grant  in  special  cass. 

13.  — Contributions  shall  be  received  by  the  Treasurer  and  the  General 
Secretary. 
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Rules  as  to  the  Western  Branch  Wards  of  Hove  Hospital. 

•19. — That  In-Patients  be  not  admitted  to  the  Western  Branch  Wards 
of  Hove  Hospital  unless  they  are  residents  of  Brighton,  Hove,  or  Preston 
save  in  cases  of  accidents  or  cases  where  immediate  attention  is  required 
or  life  would  be  endangered;  and  of  such  cases  (not  corning  within 
Rule  50)  as  are  in  such  opinion  fit  cases  for  admission  and  are  provided 
with  In-Patients’  Letters. 

50.  Important  operations  that  involve  special  nursing  or  a  temporary 
increase  in  the  ordinary  nursing  staff,  and  cases  of  Chronic  or  Infectious 
Disease,  Lunacy,  Advanced  Consumption,  and  Pregnancy  are  inadmissible. 

51.  — All  patients  will  be  required  to  provide  during  the  first  week 
after  admission  (on  the  form  prepared  for  the  purpose)  a  security,  from 
some  substantial  person,  for  their  removal,  or  burial  when  required. 

52. — All  patients  are  required  to  find  their  own  clothing,  and  to 
arrange  for  the  washing  of  the  same. 

53.  — Each  patient  may  be  visited  by  not  more  than  two  friends  at  a 
time,  on  Sunday  and  Wednesday  afternoons  from  Three  to  Four  o’clock 
(or  at  such  other  times  as  the  Committee  of  Management  may  determine) 
and  at  other  times  only  if  sanctioned  by  the  Resident  Medical  Officer. 
No  food  or  drink  of  any  kind  may  be  brought  in  to  patients  without 
permission  from  the  Resident  Medical  Officer. 

54.  — Clergymen  and  Ministers  of  all  Denominations  shall  be  permitted 
to  visit  any  members  of  their  respective  Communions  at  suitable  hours, 
under  such  regulations  as  may  be  made  by  the  Committee. 

55.  — No  patient  can  remain  in  the  Wards  longer  than  six  weeks, 
unless,  after  being  reported  on  by  the  Medical  Attendant,  the  sanction  of 
the  Committee  of  Management  or  such  Visitors  as  aforesaid  be  accorded. 

56.  — Insubordination,  breach  of  rule,  or  the  use  of  bad  language  will 
render  a  patient  liable  to  discharge  by  the  Resident  Medical  Officer  at 
any  time;  such  proceeding  to  be  reported  to  the  Committee.

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REPORT  for  1928. 


PHE  Hospital  has  suffered  a  grievous  loss  by  the  death 
*  on  July  10th,  1928,  of  Mrs.  George  Cheesman.  For 
many  years  she  had  devoted  to  the  Hospital,  and  above  all 
to  the  Linen  Guild,  much  of  her  time,  her  energies,  and  her 
talent  for  business.  It  will  indeed  be  hard  to  fill  her  place. 
The  new  Hon.  Secretary,  Mrs.  Francis  Todhunter,  with  the 
advice  and  assistance  of  the  Committee,  will  endeavour  to 
carry  on  Mrs.  Cheestnan’s  good  work. 

We  also  have  to  deplore  the  deaths  of  Mrs.  Herbert 
Jones,  Mrs.  Ellershaw  and  several  other  good  friends  of  the 
Hospital.  Much  to  our  regret  Mrs.  Sidney  Herbert  has 
found  herself  unable  to  remain  on  the  Committee:  Hearty 
thanks  are  due  to  her  for  all  her  help  in  the  past,  and  we 
trust  that  she  will  remain  our  good  friend  in  the  future. 

Pound  Day  produced  £5\  8s.  2d.  and  a  liberal  supply 
of  goods.  The  Committee  wish  to  thank  all  kind  friends 
who  gave  their  help. 

The  efforts  of  the  Linen  Guild  will  be  even  more  needed 
than  ever,  as  the  new  Nurses’  Home  means  a  new  demand 
for  linen,  etc.  The  annual  subscriptions  amount  to  some 
£ 35 ,  against  a  demand  of  £75  for  linen  renewal  alone,  apart 
from  household  replacements.  It  is  hoped  that  members  will 
assist  our  funds  by  making  it  widely  known  among  their 
friends  how  easy  it  is  to  join  us.  By  a  payment  of  5/-  or 
upwards  a  contributor  can  become  a  Vice-President ;  or  an 
Associate  by  the  payment  of  anything  under  5/-  or  the  gift 
of  two  articles. 

The  Vallance  Ward  Working  Party  has  again  rendered 
valuable  help.  Their  willing  co-operation  is  always  welcome. 
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In  our  Report  tor  1927  an  appeal  was  made  for  a  new 
sewing  machine  to  replace  the  one  kindly  given  by  Air. 
Singer  many  years  ago.  Most  generously  Messrs.  Singers 
themselves  presented  us  with  a  machine,  and  we  tender  them 
our  hearty  thanks. 

The  Ladies’  Working  Party,  which  meets  at  the  Hos¬ 
pital  every  Monday  under  Miss  Robson,  continues  its 
indispensable  work.  The  voluntary  labour  of  its  members, 
which  saves  so  much  expense  to  the  Hospital,  is  the  equiva¬ 
lent  of  a  very  large  subscription  to  its  funds. 

We  thank  friends  for  various  gifts,  and  especially  Airs. 
Cox,  Mrs.  Shepherd-Cross,  Mrs.  Guillan  Brown  and  Mrs. 
Malleson-Butt  for  useful  articles  and  dressing  gowns.
